Population of B.C. 


Interesting Figures Have Been Made 
Public by the Government 


Interesting figures dealing with the 
centers of population in British Col- 
umbia have been made public by the 
government, They show that the mu- 
nicipal area of the 35 cities and 28 dis- 
tricts in the province comprises 945,- 
208.46 acres or 147689 square miles, 
and contains a population of 374,980. 
This area is less than half of one 
per cent. of the total surface of the 
province and contains approximately 
86 per cent. of the whole population. 
The remaining 99% per cent. of area 
comprises the unorganized territory 
administered by the provinclal gov- 
ernment and the remaining 14 per 
cent. of the population include the In- 
dians, who are exempt from taxation. 


Last Year’s Immigration Figures 

During the Calender year 1919, a 
total of 117,633 immigrants entered 
Canada. During January and Febru- 
ary of the present year 8,816 more im- 
migrants came to the Dominion. In 
the period from 1892 to December 3}, 
1919, the total number of immigrants 
entering Canada was 3,730,521. No 
statistics of immigration from this 
country are available from the de- 
partment of immigratlon and colon- 
ization. ‘

The yellow color of the flour is 
an ‘objection the seriousness of which 
can easily be exaggerated. Provided, 
as in the case of Kubanka, the color 
is brigit, it ls hard to imagine that 
the public would refuse to purchase 
the flour. The usual demand, how- 
ever, Is for white flour, and for yel- 
low butter, even if it has to be arti- 
ficlally colored. Of course the pub- 
lic Is not very logical in setting these 
standards, but those who grow wheat 
for sale must bear In mind the wishes 
of the consumers. 

In the northwestern United States 
there was a _ hard strugle before 
Durum wheat became established as 
a recognized and profitable article of 
commerce. Probably a siniilar struggle 
will occur in Canada, and those who 
are ploneers In the growing of Dur 
um wheat may very likely find it un- 
profitable, though It seems almost cere 
tain that ultimately Durum varieties 
will be more remunerative to farmers 
{n the southern portions of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan than the varieties 
which are now usually grown there. 

It Is difficult to advise farmers what 
should be done at present. So long 
as there is a good demand for Durum 
wheat for seed purposes all will go 
well, but it will be a different matter 
when attempts are made to sell the 
wheat in the ordinary way for milling. 
A commission firm in Winnipeg hae 
been quoted as having given the fol- 
lowing advice: “Don't grow any more 
Durum wheat until more is grown.” 
This sums up the matter very well. 
A farmer, before sowing much of this 
kind of wheat, should assure himself 
that there will be a profitable market 
for it Such a imarket will not likely 
be established in Canada until quite 
large quantities of Durum wheat are 
available. 


New Packing Plant 
For Moose Jaw 


Large Field to Draw From In The 
Ranching Country to the 
North and West 
The industrics of Moose Jaw, Sas- 
jkatchewan will shortly be augmented 
by a new abattoir and packing com- 
pany, the Mid-West Packing Com- 
‘pany, Limited. This company has 
secured an option on some property 
formerly used as a brewery and will 
start immediate renovations for the 
installation of the necessary equip- 
Imen for an up-to-date plant. The 
company has been registered as a 
joint stock corporation with a capital- 
ization of $175,000. The provisional 
directors are all well known local bus- 

ineSs men. 

The premises, which will include a 
islaughter house, packing plant and 
‘cold storage accommodation, will dif- 
fer from other local abattoirs, in that 
it will be available for use to indiv- 
'idual butchers and farmers for person- 
al use in slaughtering stock, the com- 
pany tendering the options of pur- 
chasing the product, eelling it on com- 
mission and storing it in their cold 
storage plant. 

A power plant on the premises, to- 
gether with refrigerator and storage 
accommodation will make it possible 
for the company to begin operations 
in the near future. 

L. B. Edmonson, general 
manager of the local abattoir of Gor- 
don, Ironsides and Fares, will occupy 
a similar position with the new firm, 
Mr. Edmenson is recognized as a very 
able man in the packing industry Ia 
Western Canada..Robert Cruikshanks, 
another of the promoters of the cor- 
poration, is the largest individual ran- 
cher in Saskatchewan, owning huge 
tracts of grazing lands to the north 
of Herbert. The third member of the 
directorate is W. F. McBean of the 
firm of Robinson MacBean of Moose 
Jaw. 

With the establishment of the 
Southern Saskatchewan stock yards at 
Moose Jaw, it is considered that the 
packing Industry has a great future 
in Moose Jaw. Not only is there a 
large field to draw from in the ramch- 
ing country to the north and west 
in the province, but also a consider 
able portion of the stock from Al- 
berta passes through this city on its 
way to eastern markets, a fact which 
greatly facilitates the purchasing end 
of the packing business. 

Work will be commenced immedi- 
ately on the property and every ef- 
fort will be made xo have the plant 
running to capacity before the falt 
trade opens.
